tical working of every criminal code in 
which an attempt is made to make the 
punishment fit the crime.” This is a 
task which transcends the powers of 
the legisiature, the judiciary, the execu- 
time, or of all three combined. All have 
tried it, and all have failed. For its ac- 
complishment we need a measure of 
— and a measure of punishment. 
ow else cag we a don one to the 
other? In fact, we ve neither. Ev- 
ery’ definite sentence is a bit of judicial 
„ More apt to be wrong than 
right. Every conscientious study that 
has been made of actual sentences 
comparison with each other deepens the 
impression of their injustice. The penal 
codes of the scveral States, where not 
copied from each other, disagree both 
in their definiti of crimes, and in the 
penalties im for them, Which have 
neither the same maximum nor mini- 
mum limits. The average sentences Im- 
posed by the judges vary so widely that 
of two adjoining States the average 
term of imprisonment in one may 
double or more than double that im- 
in the other for the same offe 


© same inequality appears - 
tences by different courts in same 
State; and even in those need 


by the same judge at different times or 
on different days of the same term, This 
fact may not have attracted the notice 
of attorneys, but it is palpable to pris- 
oners and to their keepers, and the 
knowledge of it tends to — eee their 
disbelief in righteousness their con- 
tempt for law in géneral. 
EDUCATIONAL TREATMENT NEED. 
The criminal anthropologists are 
probably better physiologists than so- 
clologists, more deeply read in medical 
than in legal lore. But they have done 
much to correct the bad mental habit 
of paying too exclusive attention to the 
crime committed and not enough to the 
man who commits it. We may charac- 
terize them as amiable enthusiasts, and 
refuse to accede to many of their dog- 
mas concerning heredity, prenatal dis- 
positions, degeneracy and the like, as 
fSunded on ineufficient evidence and 
warped by the prejudices of this scien- 
tific sect. It remains true that, just as 
the cause of education requires for its 
perfection all the ald that “child study” 
can give it, so does the cause of prison 
reform néed to be fortified by the sci- 
entific study of the criminal as an indl- 
vidual—and of the criminal class, if 
there is any such thing as a criminal 
class, which some people doubt, For 
after all, the child is an u veloped 
man: the idiot is an undevel child, 
whose development has bein prema- 
turely arrested, and the criminal is a 
mental and moral imbecile. The treat- 
ment accorded him should be education- 
al, not necessarily by the ordinary 
scholastic methods, but these should be 
supplemented by other methods, 
especially adapted to his case, such as 
instruction in trades and a rigid 2 
line. It is the great merit of 7. 
Brockway of Elmira that he has v0 
clearly ped this concept, und point- 
ed out it may be practically real- 
ized. He is one of the ‘world’s great 
educators, It would not be absurd, 
though it may seem startling, to insti- 
tute a comparison between him and 
Arnold of Rugby. But Mr. Brockway 
saw and made the American people sce 
that of all adjuncts to a reformatory 
discipline in prison, none is more help- 
ful than the indeterminate sentence, 
which, to quote Maconochie’s happy - 
lustration, places the key of every pris- 
oner’s cell in his owa hands. 
REFORM DISCIPLINE EFFECTIVE 
Extravgant anticipations as to re- 
form of prisoners under any .system 
of treatment, are unwarranted, On this 
subject inexpert opinions carry no 
weight, namely: First, those of theo- 
risis (physicians and clergymen for 
the most part,) who have had no op- 
portunity to study criminais at fret 
hand, in and out of prison; second, 
those of officers of prisons and of the 
law whosé exclusive aim has been to 
punish crime, and who have no ex- 
perience gained in the attempt to re- 


form offenders. Prison officials who- 


believe that prison discipline should 
be of a reformatory character, and 
who have organized and administered 
it on this basis, are practically unani- 
mous in their testimony that the num- 
ber of second commitments to @ 
penitentiary or reformatory prigon may 
be reduced to a Small fraction, not ex- 
ceeding 26 per cent.

Under date of yesterday, the State 
Board of Horticulture sends the fo!- 
lowing most important warning to the 
citrus fruit growers of this end of 
the State: 

The State Board of Horticulture has 
received reliable information from 
Florida, to the effect that the dreaded 
‘white (Aleyrodes citri,) of the 
orange and lemon, has now spread to 
every orange growing section of that 
State, and the board wishes to caution 
nurserymen and intending planters 
against the of purchasing citrus 
trees from there. Until quite recently 
the nurseries in the north 
Florida were free from this pest. The 
young, or larval, form of the white 
Ay resembles, somewhat, a ha'f-grown 
soft orange scale, and it was formerly 
classed with the scale insect, but in 
recent years they have been_separated 
as the females, as well as the male, are 
winged, while in the scaie insects only 
the matured males have wings, and 
this is one of the reasons for their 
rapid spread. The decline in the qual- 
ity of the F'orida oranges is ascribed 
to the pernicious effect of this pest on 
the citrus trees. It produced more 
honey-dew and biack smut than the 
biack scale, and is very much more 
dificult to destroy by fumigation or 
apreying. This same pest is also de- 
ng Orange trees in Chile.”

White Fiy Fungus in Lee County.

At last daylight has appeared to the 
growers from an unexpected quarter. 
Nature has come to the assistance of 
the grove owners, and what to them 
seemed a task beyond their efforts to 
master, is now being accomplished by 
an innocent fungous growth, that is now 
spreadi in the groves infested the 
worst with this disease. 

Hugh Macdonald, Jr., was the first 
to observe this enemy of the white fly 
in one of his groves across the river, 
and sent specimens to Prof. Gossard 
of the Florida Agricultural College at 
Lake City, who described the speci- 
mens as red and brown fungus, this 
fungus having been at work on the 
eggs of the white fly in groves on the 
Manatee River for some time. 

We had the opportunity of seeing the 
work of this fungus on the white fly 
eggs last Saturday, when Messrs. Mac- 
donald and Evans showed us the evi- 
dences in the grove of the latter on 
Second street. This grove has suffered 
as heavily from white fly and subse- 
quent sooty mold as any grove in 
town. The foliage on the trees was 
thickly coated with the coal-black ex- 
crescence of the white fly, and the 
grove has not produced a crop in sev- 
eral years. We found numbers ot 
trees that had been covered with the 
mold entirely, with the Waves looking 
fresh and „ and showing every 
sign of havi recovered from the et- 
fects of the white y. In others the 
fungus was at work, and had partially 
done its work, and so throughout the 
grove the work of the fungus can be 
seen in various stages on the trees. 
The fungus seems to start at the top 
of the tree and work down. It spreads 
over the under side of the leaves, 
which are invariably covered with the 
exes of the white fly, as well as cov- 
ering the upper side of the leaves 
which ie covered with the sooty mold. 
It kills the eggs on one side, and peels 
off the mold in flakes on the other. It 
seems to live and thrive only on the 
white y. and either dies or spreads to 
other trees, after it has done its work.

At a New York State farmers’ in- 
stitute, the reader of an essay on 
poultry gave his method of feeding to 
get eggs in winter.

F 
this in the morning in V- 
troughs, giving as much as they will 
ent in fifteen minutes, and gather up 
what is left at that time At noon give 
green feed of cabbage, beets or tur- 
nips cut up. An hour later give light 
feed of small ins, scattered in chaff 
or straw. e night feed, at 3:30 
p.m., is equal parts wheat, oats and 
corn, scattered in t straw, so that 
they will work until dark to find it. 
Keep oyster shells where they can 
pick them when they please. Have 
dust bath or road dust or coal ashes 
for them, and provide. nty of fresh 
water. Use kerosene oll on the roosts 
and ingect powder in the nests. With 
early hatched pullets or young hens 
through their moult this gives eggs all 
winter.

Consumption is not 
Says Dr. Pottenger, Although 
it May Be Communicated. 


The following article, by Dr. F. M. 
Pottenger, president of the Anti-Tu- 
berculosis League, and corresponding 
member of the Central International 
Bureau for the Prevention of Con- 
sumption, appears in the Seythern 
California Practitioner for January: 

According to press reports the spe- 
cial committee appointed by the State 
Senate at the last session of the Leg- 
islature is to inquire into the advis- 
ability of establishing a State hos- 


this city and decided upon a course 
which Ulustrates the fact that phthis- 

is spreading and emphasises 
the necessity of the medical profes- 
sion taking an active part in setting 
the people aright on this important 
question. That there is danger from 
tuberculosis no one will deny, but 
that the general pubiic is becoming 
needlessly alarmed and is magnifying 
the danger of infection is Wkewlse un- 
deniable. The trouble with tlie peo- 
ple is that they are going at the mat- 
ter biindly. They are not stopping to 
find where the danger lies. It is the 
privilege and duty of the medical pro- 
fession to instruct the people that taey 
may know how to protect themselves 
and also that they may not work un- 
those 


I wish to discuss this question both 


from a scientific and umanitarian 
ndpoint. From the former, such 
lon as is cont the Sen- 


ate committee is inadequate and un- 
necessary; from the latter, it is un- 
just and cruel. 

It is proposed, so the press 
goes, to recommend legislation re- 
stricting immigration into the State 
of tubercular patients, and provid- 
ing for a board of examiners te pass 
upon all “patients” com into the 
State and to. prevent “those unde 
sirable” from entering. 

Here arises constitutional ques- 
tion with Ahich we will not deal en- 
cept incidentally, but from a medical 
standpoint quarantine is certainly 
impractical. I suppose by “those un- 
desirable” is meant those who are to 
become a burden upon the State: but 
unless the law will allow a discrimi- 
nation to be made between the man 
with money and the man without. 
then such a measure cannot stand. 

In ,dealing with such diseases as 
Scariet fever, diphtheria and small- 
pox, the measures applied to one are 
applied to all; and would not the same 
be true in tuberculosis? Then the 
question arises, is it desirable to keep 
all tubercular patients out of our 
State? In order for such a position 
to be maintained it must be shown 
that contact with those afflicted with 
tuberc is is dangerous per se, and 
that nal contact with them is 
prone to spread the disease. Such a 
position is not. based on fact and can- 
not be sustained by experience. Tu-

You may come in contact with a - 
tient who is expectorating bacilli 
the millions dally; vet, if he is care- 
ful to destroy the sputum, there ts 
no danger. The danger from this dis- 
ease comes from ignorance and care- 
leseness; it can be avoided by educa- 
tion and care. No method of dealing 
with tubercular patients can be de- 
vised withoyt keeping in mind the 
scientific facts which have been as- 
certained regarding the cause of the 
disease. Knowing that the bacillus ts 
the direct cause of the d 

that those things that lower vitality 
are the indirect cause, all measures, 
whether legislative or philanthropic, 
which have for their purpose the pre- 
vention of the spread of tuberculo- 
sis) must be directed to the destruc- 
tion of tuberculosis sputum and other 
discharges, if they contain the bach 
lus, and to the elevation of the plane 
of living of the people. 

To those who are in the habit of 
thinking of tuberculosis as a highly 
infectious disease, and to those who 
have the power to legislate on this sub- 
ject, the experience of close persona! 
contact with these patients as it comes 
in sanatoria should teach an important 
lesson. During the past twenty years 
there have been treated tn London in 
the Brompton Hospital for Diseases 
of the Chest more than fifteen thous- 
and cases of tuberculosis, and yet 
neither a nurse nor attendant has been 
Infected. The same record has been 
made at Falkenstein, Germany, the Ad- 
trondack Cottage Sanatorium and the 
Winyah at Asheville. If this disease 
were so infectious as to require quaré 
antine laws against those of our tel 
low-citifens who have been so un- 
tunate as to become afflicted with u. 
then we would expect those who come 
in dafly contact with them in these 
institutions to contract the disease. 
That they do not, shows us that tu- 
berculosis should not be claseed with 
the contagious diseases, but rat 
as a communicablee disease, whose 
eprend may be prevented by such care 
as is taken in these eanatoria. Prof 


Brouardel, who is at the head of the. 


anti-tuberculosia crusade in France, 
in his address before the London Tu- 
berculosis Congress, In discussine this 
question, said: “Thus. gradually, ia 
all countries the public are beginning 
to renlize that personal care and 
cleanliness are necessary to obviate 
contagion, and are also realigine that 
other idea—to my mind equally im- 
portant—that a consumptive pat'et 
is only dangerous if the necessary pre- 
cautions are not taken around him. 
and if he himself does not take them 
to protect his relatives, friend« and 
fellaw-workmen from contagion.” 
Granting — quarantine law 
would be constitutional and that it 
were desirable to keep all tubercular 
patients out of our State, would it 
accomplish the purpose for which it fs 
intended? This purpose ia to check the 
spread of tuberqulosis tn the State, 
but such a law would be futile. Meas- 
ures which go nearer to the root of the 
tuberculosis question are necessary. 
This disease develons within the bor- 
rs of our own State. There is no 
place nor climate which is immune. It 
develops in the mountains of Swits- 
erland, in our Rocky Mountain States, 
and in California. According to the 
census of 1900 there were more deathe 
from tuberculosis per thousand of 
population reported from San Fran- 
ciaco than any other large city in the 
United States, and surely no one wil! 
attribute this to importation of cases. 
Then with tuberculosis already in our 
own State, and with the evidence that 
it can be prevented by proper sani- 
tarv reeviationa would it not be more

With the other diseases men- 
tioned, no matter how careful, and no 
matter how sanit the surround- 
ings, the unprot are very likely 
to become infected. 

Since it @iffers from these diseases, 
it must be dealt with differentiy. As 
a disease, it Spares neither rich nor 
poor; yet it makes its greatest rav- 
ages among the latter. Perhaps 90 per 
cent. of those afflicted are among the 
poor, those who are overcrowded and 
underfed. In their unhygienic homes 
they lie and suffer, infecting their sur- 
roundings and endangering their 
friends. How can this be prevented is 
the problem. In the first place, we must 
educate. We must inspire every one 
with the fact that tuberculosis is pre- 
ventable. We must teach them that if 
they will put themselves under proper 
surroundings, more than & per 
cent. of them can be cured, when they 
are first taken III. 

Since so large a per cent. of them 
can be cured, It should be the pride, as 
well as the duty, of the nation, State 
and municipality to see that they are 
cured. The large majority of these are 
too be cured without 


order to be treated, the medical advice 
would have to be furnished gratis) the 
support of the family would cease: 
and, rather than to have this, they 
work on until become helpless, and 
are relieved by the grim reaper. . 

ese poor sufferers must be given 
medical attention; they must be put 
in the best circumstances for regaining 
health. To accomplish this the expe- 
rience of other mations, notably Ger- 
many, France and nd, teaches 
us valuable lessons. nations, 
along with some others, are caring for 
their tubercular poor. They are pro- 
viding sanatoria for the treatment and 
cure of the incipient cases, and hospi- 
tals for those advanced. More than 88 
per cent. of those who are treated in 
the sanatoria for a period ranging from 
three to nine and ten months, are 
able to return to work, and half of the 
early cases are cured. Those who are 
far advanced are taken from their 
miserable surroundings, end put in 
clean, comfortable qu ters, where 
their sputum and other infectious dis- 
charges are destroyed. Their former 
quarters are disinfected, and thus one 
more source of infection Is destroyed 
and a human being is made comfort- 
able during his last days. This being 
a disease of soctety. and the one af- 
flicted being so for no fault of his own, 
but because society has failed to pro- 
tect him from a preventable disease, 
he has a right to look to society for 
ald. On the other hand, society has a 
right to demand of the afflicted that 
they take those measures which are 
— sary for the protection of the 
well. 

I would not in the least minimise 
the danger of infection. nor would I 
omit any measu which are necessary 
for the protection of society, but I 
would not have unnecessary hardships 


imposed upon those who are af.- 
flicted. In order to do justice to all, 
we have a diMicult problem before us, 
but one which is capable of a scientific, 
just and humane solution. 

It is to be regretted that the Senate 
committee will report adversely on the 
subject of State hospital. Our State 
needs not only one, but several such 
institutions, and if the matter were 


put before our legislators in the proper
